An Act to amend an Act entitled " An Art to 
amend and continm the Act regulating 
the Import and Export Trade of this 
Island,^' in respect of packages of Tobacco 
seized as being under the required weight, 

WHSREASbj the Seventh section of 
the Act of the 24th day of De- 
cember 1872, entitled '^ An Act to amend 
and continue the Act regolatin^i: the Import 
and Export Trade of this Island^** it is enact- 
ed that tobacco shall not be imported in 
outer packages of less than Eighty pounds 
net weight each, and any such tobacco im- 
ported in outer packages of less weight shall 
be forfeited and seized, and dealt with in the 
manner provided by the Act of the 80th 
March 1870, for goods forfeited ; and where- 
as the above mentioned Act has been revived 
and continued from time to time and the 
provisions thereof are now in force ; and 
whereas under the seventh section oc- 
casional seizures of tobacco as being import- 

ed in packages under the weight required by in Packages* wader 
the Act have been made under circumstances ^^ weight required 
which show that no fraud on the revenue was ^ *^® ^^^' 
intended, and in such cases the Legislature 
deemed it right to pass and has passed Acts 
authorising the delivery up to the parties 
interested therein of the packages of tobacco 
thus seized ; and whereas it is expedient to 
make other and more simple provision for 
carrying out the intention of the said 
recited section of the said Act : Be it there- 
fore enacted by the Governor, Council and 
Assembly of this Island, and by the authori- 
ty of the same, as follows ; — 
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I. From and after the passing of this Act, 
it shall be lawfal for the Governor in Conn- 
cil, if he shall think fit after making due 
enquiry into the facts and circnmstances of 
the case, to order the Controller of. Customs 
to deliver up to the party entitled to the 
possession of the same, any package or pack- 
ages of tobacco which may have been seized 
by the Customs authorities under il^fi pro- 
visions of the said recited section of the 
said Act, provided that such party shall pay 
all proper and necessary dues, charges and 
costs incurred in respect of such tobacco 
and in respect of the seizure thereof. 

II. Any seizures of tobacco as aforesaid 
which may have been made from the First day 
of July, One thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-six, up to the time of the passing 
of this Act may be dealt with by the Go- 
vemor-in- Council under the powers con- 
ferred by the preceding section.

WHEREAS by the First Section of 
an Act passed on the Fifth day 
of November, One thousand eight hun- 
dred and seventy : entitled ** An Act to form 
the Police Magistracies into Districts,'' it is en- 
acted that the junior of the two Police Ma- 
gistrates for the Parish of Saint Michael, 
and City of Bridgetown, shall hold a Court,^ 
not less than twice weekly, for the transac- 
tion of the business of the rural district, 
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at the Police Station at District '* A" and 
on the other four days of the week, at the 
Central Police Station in Bridgetown, and 
whereas it has been made to appear that it 
is not necessary or convenient to continne 
the holding of Police Courts at District '• A" 
and it is deemed expedient to amend the 
aforesaid Act accordingly : Be it tbereforeeo- 
acted by the Governqr, Conncil, and As- 
sembly of this Island, and by the anthority 
of the same, — 

That from and after the passine of this 
Act it shall not be necessary for the jnnior 
Police Magistrate of the Parish of Saint 
Michael, and City of Bridgetown, to con- 
tinue to hold Ooofts at District ''A" but be 
may and shall sit on all the six da^s of the 
week at the Central Police Station, instead of 
on four days of the week only, as heretofore.

WHEtiBAS it would expedite and im- 
prove the administration of criminal 
justice, if persons attending to give evidence 
before Grand Juries were sworn in the pre- 
sence of the Jurors, who are to act upon such 
testimony : Be it therefore enacted by the 
Governor, Council, and Assembly of this 
Island, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : —

bill of indictment ; and the Foreman of such 
Grand Juiy shall write his initials against 
the name of each witness so sworn and 
examined touching such bill of indictment. 

Not necessary for II. From and after the passing of this 
Witnesses to be Act, it shall not be necessary for any person 
sworn in open Court, ^q ^gte an oath in open Court in order to 

qualify such person to give evidence before 

any Grand Jury. 

Interpretation of HI. The, word '* Foreman" shall include 
terms. any member of such Grand Jury who may for 

the time being act on behalf of such Fore- 
man in the examination of witnesses jn sup- 
port of any bill of indictment; and the 
word " oath" shall include affirmation, 
• which by law such affirmation is required 
or allowed to be taken in lieu of an oath.

An Act to amend An Act entitled^ " An Act to 
incorporate the Barbados Railway Com- 
pany,** passed the ^blh day of February, 
One thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
three. 

WHEREAS by the Barbados Railway 
Company's Act, (hereinafter called 
*'the principal Act"), the Barbados Rail- 
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way Company (hereinafter called " the Com- 
pany") was incorporated, and by section 
3 of the principal Act the Colonial Gov- 
ernment guaranteed to Shareholders in the 
Company interest at the rate of six per cent 
per annum on Moneys to be expended in 
constraction of the Railway and works of 
the Company, subject to provisions to the 
effect, that the guarantee should not extend 
to dividends on a larger sum than £100,000, 
and provisions were thereby made with re- 
spect to the commencement and completion of 
the works and the capital of the Company, 
and for the payment of interest on Shares 
during the construction of the Works ; and 
it was thereby provided, that the internal 
affairs of the Company should be regulated 
by a Deed of Settlement, to be enrolled, and 
to be executed by the Members of the Com- 
pany as therein mentioned. And whereas, 
a Deed of Settlement relating to the inter- 
nal affairs of the Company has been enrolled, 
. in pursuance of the provisions of the princi- 
pal Act. And whereas the time for com- 
mencement and completion of the said Rail- 
way and Works have been extended, by 
certain Acts of the Legislature of the Is- 
land, hereinafter called " the extending Acts." 
And whereas, since the passing of the 
principal Act, and the extending Acts, the 
probable expenditure of the Company on the 
Railway and Works, has been further estima- 
ted, and for enabling the Company to raise 
capital in England, and to arrange with the 
Contractors, and for other purposes, it is 
desirable to further define and amend the 
respective rights of the holders of Shares,*and 
of Securitres of the Company, and to make 
provision by Government guarantee for the 
actual payment during construction of in- 
terest on share capital, without resorting to 
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principal, and to farther extend the time for 
completion of the said Railway and Works ; 
And whereas it is expedient to enable a 
Company to be formed in the United King- 
dom, with limited liability, with power to 
carry on the said undertaking, and to provide 
by means of Articles of Association appli- 
cable to the Company, and to the Company 
to be formed as aforesaid for the regalation 
of the internal affairs of both Companies : 
Be it therefore enacted by His Excellency 
the Qovernor, the Honourable the Legisla- 
tive Connci), and the General Assembly of 
this Island, as follows, that is to say . — 

I. In this Act words and expressions de- 
fined by section 2 of the principal Act shall 
have the same respective meanings as there- 
by provided. This Act may be cited as 
**Tne Barbados Bailway Company's Act, 
Amendment Act" and the provisions of the 
principal Act as altered and amended by the 
extending Acts and this Act, are in this Act 
referred to as ** the provisions of the Acts." 

II. Sections 8 and 6 of the principal Act 
are hereby repealed, and in lieu thereof the 
Colonial Government hereby guarantee to 
the Company, the payment by tlie Colonial 
Treasurer of all sums that may be required, 
(after deduction of the ordinary working 
and current expenses of the Company from 
the receipts for traffic, or in any section of 
the line of Railway,) to pay interest at the rate 
of Pour per cent per annum, upon every 
sum expended by the Company on any sec- 
tion of the Railway in and about the mat- 
ters mentioned Istly 2ndly and Srdly in sec- 
tion 5 of the principal Act, (the expenditui*e 
in construction of works to be evidenced by 
certificates of the Company's Engineer) up to 
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a total amonnt of One hundred and fifty thou- On completion £6 
sand pounds, from the date of completion of per cent up to a toul 
the section on which the expenditure was in- of ^^5<>t^<>' 
cnrred until completion of the whole line, and 
thenceforward the Colonial Government guar- 
antee to the Company a net income of Six 
thousand pounds sterling per annum for the 
period of twenty years, computed from the 
day of the openingfor public traffic of the said 
Railway throughout. Provided that if the 
Company exercise the borrowing powersgrant- Borrowing Power* 
ed in the principal Act, or issue preference or 
guaranteed Shares or Stock, the interest pay- 
able or paid on monies so borrowed and the 
interest or dividend on such preference or 
guaranteed shares or stock shall not be charg- 
ed in the half-yearly Revenue and Expendi- 
ture accounts, before ascertaining the de- 
ficiency of the Revenue to yield the said 
net income of Six thousand pounds per 
annum. Provided also that the interest and 
income guaranteed and paid by the Colonial 
Government as aforesaid shall whenever the 
receipts of the Company exceed a sum, which 
would after deduction of the ordinary work- 
ing and current expenses of the Company 
yield a net income of Six thousand pounds 
per annum be recouped and repaid to the 
Public Treasury, and shall be charged upon 
the net revenue of the Company notwithstand- 
ing the expenditure of the twenty years to 
which the Legislative Guarantee is intended 
to apply, and whenever the receipts of the 
Company exceed a sura which after deduc-

An Ad for the Prevention of Petty Trespasses 
to lands and premises. 

WHBREAS it is expedient to provide a 
summary and more effectual remedy 
for the prevention of petty trespasses of a 
wanton, annoying or malicious character, on 
lands and premises : Be it therefore enacted 
by the Governor, Oooncil, and Assembly of 
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this Island, and by the anthority of the same, 
as follows : — 

I. If any person or persons shall unlaw- 
fall; enter in a wanton or insalbing or 
threatening manner upon any lands or 
premises in the possession of any other 
person or persons, or shall nnlawfally en- 
ter npon such lands or premises after 
having been forbidden to do so, or shall 
unlawfully enter and remain thereon after 
having been required to depart, or if any 
prson having lawfully entered upon such 
lands or premises shall misconduct himself 
by behaving in an insulting, annoying,,or 
threatening manner, or shall remain on such 
lands or premises after having been requested 
to depart, the person or persons so offending 
may be proceeded against by the owner or oc- 
cupier of any such lands or premises, before 
the Police Magistrate of the Parish or District 
where such lan^s or premises are situate ; and 
such Police Magistrate shall adjudicate ai^ 
complaint that may be brought before him 
for any such trespass as aforesaid, and on the 
hearing of any ^uch complaint, if the said 
Magistrate shall convict the defendant or 
defendants thereunder, he shall have power 
to order the said defendant or each of the 
said defendants as the case may be, to pay a 
penalty not exceeding the sum of Forty 
Shillings and costs, or in default of payment, 
to be imprisoned for any term not exceeding 
one month with or without hard labour : 
Provided always that if,^ on the hearing of any 
complaint for an offence under this Act, 
the Police Magistrate shall be of opinion 
that a honafide question of title, is raised 
between the parties, he shall dismiss such 
complaint, and may make such order in res- 
pect of the cost thereof, as he shall think fit. 
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II. This Act ehall not interfere with, or 
be conetrued to affect the rights of any 
person or persons to pass or repass in an 
orderly and quiet manner through and along 
the customary path leading from the Public 
Highways to the Villages or Cottages adja- 
cent: Provided nevertheless, that nothing 
contained in this Act shall be deemed to affect 
the title or freehold of any person or persons 
in any such paths.

And whereas the fee simple of 
and in the said land was upon such purchase 
vested in the Reverend Thomas Clarke, as 
Rector of the said Parish of Saint Michael, 
and his successors in office. And whereas 
after the purchase of the said land, and the 
enclosure thereof, and the erection of the 
said Chapel, it was thought desirable that the 
said land should be made available as a 
General Burial Ground for the interment of 
the bodies of deceased Parishioners of Saint 
Michael, of all Religious Denominations, 
and that the said Chapel should be made 
available for the purpose of funeral service Prcmmble. 
on the bodies of pei*sons of all Religious 
Denominations. And whereas in order the 
better to eflTect such object, the said Thomas 
Clarke signified his willingness to be divested 
of the fee simple of and in the said land.

WHEREAS by the Act of the Imperial 
Parliament known as the Extradi- 
tion Act 1870, it is amongst other things 
enacted that the said Act when applied by 
Order in Council, shall unless it is otherwise 
provided by such Order, extend to every 
British Possession, niid that the said Act 
should apply with rei^^anl to certain Foreign 
States with which certain treaties had been 
made in the same way as if an Order in 
Council referring; lo such treaties had been 
made, but with the following among other 
modifications, namely — No warrant of a Se- 
cretary of State fc^hall be required, and all 
powers vested in, or acts authorised or re- 
quired to be done, under the said Act by 
the Police Magistrates and the Secretary 
of State, or either of them, in relation to 
the surrender of a fugitive criminal, may be 
done by the Governor of the British Pos- 
session alone; and any Prison in the British 
Possession may be substituted for a Prison 
in Middlesex. x\nd whereas by the said Act 
jt is also enacted that : — If any Law or Or- 
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dinance made before or after the passinp; of 
the said Act, by the Legislatare of any Bri- 
tish Possession, provision is made for car- 
rying into effect, within sach possession, the 
surrender of fugitive criminals who are in, or 
suspected of being in such British Possession, 
Her Majesty may, by the Order in Council 
applying the said Act in the case of any 
Foreign State, or by any subsequent oixler 
either suspend the operation within any such 
British Possession of the said Act or any part 
thereof, so far as it relates to such Foreign 
State or so long as such Law or Ordinance 
continues in force there and no longer; 
or direct that such Law or Ordinance, or 
any part thereof, shall have effect in such 
British Possession, with or without modifi- 
cations and alterations as if it were part of 
the said Act: And whereas by another Act 
of the Imperial Parliament known as " The 
Extradition Act of 1873," it is enacted that 
the said Act shall be construed as one with 
" The Extradition Act 1870" and that the 
said two Acts may be cited together as ** The 
Extradition Acts 1870 and 1873." And 
whereas it is expedient to provide for the 
more convenient administration within 
this Island of " The Extradition Acts 1870 
and 1873," by conferring on the Police Ma- 
gistrates of this Island the like powers and 
authorities in relation to the surrender of 
fugitive criminals as are by the said Acts 
vested in Police Magistrates and Justices 
of the Peace in the United Kingdom : 
Be it enacted therefore by the Governor, 
Council, and Assembly of this Island, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows :^- 

Short Title. I. This A6t maybe cited as the Extradi- 

tion Act of Barbados, 1878. 
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II. All powers vested in and acts antho- 
rised or required to be done by a Police 
Magistrate or any Justice of the Peace in 
relation to the surrender of fugitive crimi- 
nals in the United Kingdom under the Extra- 
dition Acts, 1870 and 1873. are hereby vested 
in and may in this Island be exercised and 
done by any resident Police Magistrate in 
relation to the surrender of fugitive crimi- 
nals under the said Acts. 

III. This Act shall not come into opera- 
tion until Her Majesty shall by Order in 
Council direct that this Act shall have effect 
within this Island as if it were part of the 
Extradition Act, 1870 ; but this Act shall

gistrates powers to entertain certain cases of 
embezzlement, of larceny by clerks or ser- 
vants, and of obtaining property by false 
pretences : Be it therefore enacted by the 
Governor, Council, and Assembly of this 
Island and by the authority of the same, as

I* Whosoever being a clerk or servant^ or 
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being emplbyed for the purpose or in the Punishment for em- 
capaeity of a clerk or servant, shall frauda- beszlement when 
lently embezzle any chattel, money, or vala- v*^^© ^oeg not ex- 
able security, the value whereof shall not ^^^^ ^^^''^^ ^^^- 
exceed Twenty shillings, which shall be de- 
livered to, or received, or taken into possession 
by him, for or in the name, or on account 
of his master or employer, or any part there- 
of, shall be deemed to have stolen the same 
from his master or employer, although such 
chattel, money, or security was not received

to amount in law to embezzlement, he shall

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person is not ejuilty of petty theft but is 
guilty of embezzlement, and thereupon such 
person shall be liable to be punished in the 
same manner as if he had been- charged and 
convicted of embezzleiueut under this Act :

An Act tofacUitate Leases and Sales of set- 
tied Estates 

WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to 
pass an Act to facilitate leases and 
sales of settled Estates : Be it therefore Preamble, 
enacted by the Governor, Council, and As- 
sembly of this Island, and by the authority 
of the same, as follows : — 

I. This Act may be cited for all purposes Short title, 
as " The Settled Estates Act, 1878."

II. The word ** settlement," as used in Interpreution of 
this Act, shall signify any Act of the Legis- ** •«ttlement " and 
lature, deed, agreement, will, or other instru- 
ment, or any number of such instruments, 
under or by virtue of which any hereditaments 
of any tenure or any estates or Interests in 
any such hereditaments stand limited to or 
in trust for any persons by way of succession, 
including any such instrnments aftecting the 
estates of any one or more of such persons 
exclusively. 

The term ^* settled estates." as used in this 
Act, shall signify all hereditaments of any 
tenure, and all estates or interests in any 
such hereditaments, which are the subject of 
a settlement ; and for the purposes of this 
Act a tenant- in- tail after possibility of issue 
extinct shall be deemed to be a tenant for 
life. 

All estates or interests in remainder or

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and reverting to a settlor or descending to 
the heir of a testator, shall be deemed to be 
estates coining to such settlor or heir nnder 
or by Tirtne of the settlement. 

In determining what are settled estates 
within the meaning of this Act, the Conrt 
shall be governed by the state of facts and 
by the trusts or limitations of the settlement 
at the time of the said settlement taking 
effect, 

III. The expression "the Court," in this 
Act, Bhall mean the Court of Chancery for 
this Island established. 

IV. It shall be lawful for the Court, if it

nine years : Provided always, that any such 
lease (except an agricultural lease) may be

WHEREAS it is deemed advisable to 
consolidate and amend the several 
Acts of this Island relating to Edacation ; 
and whereas it is also deemed expedient to 
establish a General Edacation Board, and to Preamble, 
make provision for the carrying ont of a 
comprehensive system of Education, based on 
the Recommendations of a Oommission ap- 
pointed to enquire into the subject of Edaca- 
tion in this Colony, which presented its Re- 
port in the year One thonsand eight hun- 
dred and seventy-five : Be it therefore en- 
^ted by the Governor, Council, and Assem- 
bly of this Island and by the authority of the 
same, as follows— 

I. This Act may be cited for all purposes Short title, 
as *' The Education Act, 1878."

II. For the purposes of this Act a Board, Compotition of Edu- 
to be called the Edacation Board, shall be ^^^^^ fi<>"d.

Every such pupil-teacher who 
shall have been admitted into any school as 
aforesaid, and who shall produce a certificate 
of good conduct for the preceding twelve 
months from his Minister or some other 
person approved of by the Education Board, 
shall be examined annually by such persons 
as shall be appointed for that purpose from 
time to time by the Education Board, and 
shall, if he pass, be entitled to receive 
a certificate, and be classified according to 
his proficiency, and shall t*eceive such al- 
lowance as the Education Board shall think 
it proper to make, 

XXIX. Whereas it is desirable in the in- 
terests of elementary education, that greater 
facilities should be aflPorded to the teachers of 
elementary schools, to obtain a good and 
sound preparation and training for their 
office ; and whereas there is at present no 
institution in this Island devoted to such an 
object, and the authorities of Codrington Col- 
lege have liberally offered to the Colony the 
use of the Mission House there, to meet this 
want : Be it enacted that the Education 
Board shall in each and every year select 
by competition from among the pupil-teach- 
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ers five candidates for masterships in primary 
schools, to be paid a snm not exceeding £20 
each per annum, and to be trained in tbe 
Codrinj^ton Mission House for two years 
each, if they shall conduct themselves pro- 
perly during that period, and to be subject in 
all things to the control and supervision of 
the Education Board. And the Education 
Board shall, conjointly with the authorities 
of Codrington College, make such arrange- 
ments, together with such rules and regula- 
tions, for the instruction and discipline of 
such students as they shall deem meet ; pro- 
vidided always, that the rights of conscience 
of each and ail of such students in respect of 
their religious beliefs shall be duly and fully 
protected in all such arrangements, rules 
and regulations. 

XXX. The Education Board shall have 
power to make arrangement for the training 
of a certain number of female teachers for in- 
fant schools under like conditions to those 
contained in the last preceding section, pro- 
vided that the expenditure for such purposes 
shall not exceed £100 in any one year. 

Industrial and Ragged School-' 

XXXI. Whereas it is expedient tc u.ake 
provision for the education of vagrant and 
destitute children and for tiieir training in 
habits of industry and honesty : Be it en* 
acted that the Education Board shall have 
power, and they are hereby required, to 
frame schemes for the establishment of an 
industrial school in or near Brid^^etown, and 
also, if they shall think it advisable, of one 
or more Industrial Schools in such localities 
in the country districts as they shall judge 
best suited to the purpose, and also, if they 
shall think fit, for the establishment of Rag- 
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ged Schools in Town or elsewhere ; and the andofRaggedsobooU 
Board shall submit such schemes to the Le- 
p^islature, along with the estimate of the cost to be submitted to 
of the establishment of such school orschools, the LegUUture. 
to helyy them approved, amended, or disallowed 
as the case may be, and the Board are hereby 
authorised to make rules and regulations for Rules k regulations. 
the maintenance, good governmeiit, and 
working of such school or schools, when so 
established, and to appoint such officers from 
time to time as thoy sh;ill ju<l.:e to be ne- 
cessary, and at such salaries as they shall 
think fit. 

Second Grade Schools. 

XXXII. Whereas there is at present no 
adequate provision made for the obtaining 
by the children of the middle classes of an 
education calculated to fit them for the du- 
ties of life, and whereas in order to supi)ly 
this want, it is expedient to enable the Edu- 
cation Board to act on and carry out in de- 
tail the Recommendations on this subject of 
the said Education Commission, contained in 
their aforesaid Report : Be it; enacted that 
the Education Board shall have power, and Board to have power 
they are hereby required to frame schemes to frame schemes for 
for the establishment, either concurrently or establishment of se- 
from time to time, of second grade schools in ^^ -grade sc oois. 
such localities as may be deemed by them 
expedient. 

XXXITI. Whereas in the preamble of an 
Act passed the Sixteenth day of March, One 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, en- Central Schools, 
titled '* An Act to consolidate and amend 
certain Acts of this Island relating to the 
Central Schools," it 'is recited that '* it is 
desirable that the Central Schools should be 
made more instrumental in promoting the 
general education of the people in the altered 
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state of Rociety in this Island, and with a 
view to that end should become, as far as 
practicable, training schools from which 
masters and mistresses may be obtained for 
the several primary and dame or infant 
schools of the Island ;'" and whereas in and 
by the said Act provision is made for the 
securing of the above-recited objects, and 
amongst other things an annual grant not 
exceeding the sum of £800 is made towards 
the support of the said Schools; and whereas 
it appears that the said iSchools have failed to 
secure the objects for which they were es- 
tablished and endowed by the Legislature, 
and it is deemed expedient to supply the 
place of the Boys' Central School by a 
second grade school, for the City of Bridge- 
town, and to deal with the Girls' Central 
School as is hereinafter provided : Be it 
therefore enacted, that the said Act of the 
Sixteenth day of March^One thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-nine, entitled *' An Act 
to consolidate and amend certain Acts of 
this Island relating to the Central Schools," 
shall be and shall stand repealed immedi* 
atelyon the coming into force, as hereinaf- 
ter provided, of any scheme which may be 
framed and presented to the Legislature by 
the Education Board for the establishment 
of a becond grade school in Bridgetown. 

XXX IV. Whenever, and at such times as 
they phall think proper, the Education Board 
shall frame schemes as aforesaid lor the 
establishment of such second grade schools as 
they shall deem expedient; and in such 
schemes they shall 6eb forth the |»ioposed 
name and the actual locality of such school, 
the composition, functions, and powers of the 
Governing Body thereof, the course of study 
to be pursued therein, the public grants or 
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allowances to bo made towards the establish- 
ment or maintenance thereof, the application, 
if any, in aid thereof of any parochial en- 
dowments as hereinafter provided, and all 
such other matters and things as the Board 
shall think it right to set forth ; and such 
schemes when so framed as afor^aid shall be Schemes to be laid 
presented by the Board to the liCgislative before the LegkU- 
Oouncil and the House of Assembly, and *^''®* 
shall lie on the table of ihe two Hoases for 
a period of two month?, and immediately 
after they shall have been so presented as 
aforesaid, the Education Board shall also 
cause such schemes to be published three 
times in the Official Gazette ; and if within 
the period aforesaid no petition shall be 
presented to the two Houees of the Legisla- 
ture against the provisions of the said 
schemes, or any or either of them, then im- 
mediately on the expiration of the said two 
months from the date of their said presenta- 
tion, the said schemes shall have the force of 
law and be as valid to all intents and pnr- Validation of schemes 
poses as if they had been inserted in this 
Act ; but if any petition shall within the 
time limited as aforesaid be presented to the 
two Houses against the provisions of the said 
schemes, or any or either of them, the peti- 
tioners shall be heard by a joint Committee 
of both Houses, to be composed of three 
members of the Legislative Council and four 
members of the General Assembly, and if 
the schemes shall be allowed by the said 
joint Committee, they shall have the force of 
law as aforesaid from the date of such allow- 
ance, but if the joint Committee slinll think 
fit, they may refer such schemes back to the 
Education Board for amendments, and the 
schemes when so amended shall be again Amendment of

XXXV. When and so soon as such schemes 
for the establishment of second grade schools 
shall have acquired the force of law in the 
manner hereinbefore mentioned, the several 
Governing Bodies as therein constituted 
shall be and become bodies corporate to all 
intents and purposes, and shall have a per- 
petual succession and a common seal, and 
shall sue «nd be sued by the name assigned 
to them severally in the said schemes, and 
all lands, buildings, property, and effects 
whatsoever belonging to or thereafter to be 
acquired by tlie said schools, shall be vested 
in the respective Governing Bodies thereof. 

XXXVL The Education Board shall have 
power and tlu^ are hereby required to pro- 
pose, in the annual estimates hereinbefore 
provided for, such grants as they shall think 
proper in aid of the second grade schools to 
be established as aforesaid. 

Statutes and rules for ^PJIJ; J" consideration of the said 
■ecoud-grade schools gJ'aius to the second grade schools, the Edu- 
cation Board shall have power to call on 
the Governing Bodies of such schools to frame 
statutes and rules for the good government 
and regulation of such schools, and it shall 
be lawful for the said GoverniLg Bodies 
from time to time to alter, add to, or rescind 
the same, and such original, added, or altered 
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statutes and rules shall in all cases be sub- 
ject to the approval of the Education Board. 

XXXVIII. For the purpose of enconrag- Sixty exhibitious cf 
ing the studies of deserving boys at the ^^ «»«*> P« wmum 
second grade schools, the Education Board »t.»ecoiid-grade 
shall have power to place on the annual 
estimates hereinbefore provided for, a sum 
not exceeding £300 in each year, to be ex- 
pended in sixty exhibitions of £5 each per 
annum, and these exhibitions shall from time 
to time be awarded after due adver- 
tisement, according to the results of an open 
competitive examination, and shall be tena- 
ble at any of the said second grade schools, 
at the option of each exhibitioner's parent 
or guardian ; and the Education Board are 
hereby authorised and required to make 
rules and regulations for settling the age and 
qualifications of candidates, and the charac- 
ter of the examinations to be held for such

Schools Foa Girls. 

Establishment of a XLI. Whereas it appears that at present 
second-grade Girls* there is uo adequate provision made for 
^^^°^^* sound female education in the middle and 

upper classes of society, and whereas it is 
highly desirable that this want should be as 
soon as possible supplied : Be it enacted that 
the Education Board shall be, and they are 
hereby charged with the duty of establishing 
and procuring efficient teachers for a School 
for Girls, of the general character indicated 
in the said Report of the Education Commis- 
sion, and for this purpose the site and build- 
ings of the present " Girls' Central School" 
in Bridgetown shall be appropriated and ap- 
plied, whenever they shall think fit, by the 
Education Board ; and the Board shall 
ordain a Governing Body for the said school, 
and shnll be authorised to make rules and 
regulations for fixing the fees to be paid by 
pupils, the coarse and order of studies to 
be pursued, and for all other matters and 
things concerning the said school and the 
management and government thereof, and a 
sum not exceeding £400 may be placed on the 
annual educational estimates for the ^pport 
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thereof, until such school Bhall have become 
fielf-snpporting. 

XLII. In the event of the School for Bitablishment of a 
Qirls proposed to be established by the last first grade school for 
preceding section proving successfal within a K*'^* 
reasonable time after it shall have been so 
established, the Gdocation Board shall have 
power to frame a scheme for the establish- 
ment, educational carrica lam, government, 
and maintenance of another School for Girls, 
of a higher educational standard ; and such 
scheme shall be presented by the Board to 
the two Houses of the Legislature, and there- 
after shall in all respects whatsoever be 
dealt with and operate as is hereinbefore 
provided in the thirty-fourth and thirty-fifth 
sections of this Act, in regard to the schemes 
to be presented for the establishment of 
second grade schools, and such a sum as 
may be deemed necessary may be placed on 
the annual educational estimates for the sup- 
port thereof. 



XLIIl. In order to test and maintain the 
efficiency of the above-mentioned schools for 
Girls, the Education Board shall make 
rules and regulations for the holding of such 
examinations or inspections in connection with 
the said Schools, as they shall think most 
suitable, and they shall make provision in 
their annual estimates for the cost of the 
same. 

XLIV. In case the** Central Schools Act" 
shall be repealed by the operation of the thirty- 
third section of this Act, before the estab- 
lishment of the School for Girls contempla- 
ted by_ the forty-first section of this Act, 
it shall be lawful for the Education Board 
to pMbe on the annual educational estimates 
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sDch a sum not exceeding £40P, as they 
shall think proper for the support and main- 
tenance of the present ** Girls' Central 
School," and to provide for the government 
thereof, and to make such rules and regula- 
tions as may be necessary for the good or- 
dering of the same ; and the powers con- 
ferred by this section for these purposes 
shall be exercised until the establishment 
of the School for Girls, as provided in the 
forty-first section aforesaid, -when they shall 
immediately cease and determine. 

First Grade Schools. 

XLV. It shall be the duty of the 
Education Board to provide as occasion may 
demand, that First Grade Education be 
brought witliin the reach and means of 
such inhabitants of this Island as desire it 
for their sons : and the said Board shall de- 
termine what schools shall be schools of the 
First Grade, and shall define the functions 
and powers of the Governing Bodies of all 
such schools, and also of the Head Masters' 
thereof, and shall frame schemes for the 
management of such schools, and shall have 
power to caU upon the said Governin«T Bo- 
dies by requisition in writing from tin ' to 
time, to frame .Statutes, Orders, and iiules 
for the discipline, government, and course of 
instruction of such Pchools, as far as may be 
in confonnity with the Report and Re- 
commendations of the Education Commission 
aforesaid ; and the said Statutes, Orders, and 
Rules, when so framed shall be approved, 
amended, or referred back by the Education 
Board, and when finally settled shall be pub- 
lished for general information in the Official 
Gazeiie. 

XLYL In framing such schemes as afof^- 
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said, the Education Board shall make dae 
provision that instraction be given not only 
in the English and Classical Languages and 
Literature and in Mathematics, but also in 
the French liunguage, and in the elements 
of one or more of the Natural Sciences, and, 
when practicable, in the German Language. 
They shall also provide that in one First 
Grade School at least, arrangements be 
made so as to secure a thorough and solid 
education for such boys as may require a 
modern in lie^ of a classical education. 

XLVIL In order to secure a high stan- Examination and in. 
dard of education in the First Grade schools, spection. 
the Education Board are hereby authorised 
and required to make provision, as they may 
deem best after consultation with the Go- 
verning Bodies and Head Masters of the 
said schools, for the thorough annuel Ex- 
amination and, if practicable, the periodical 
Inspection of such pciioois, whether by 
qualified residents in this or neighbouring 
Colonies, or by invoking the assistance of 
ejamining Bodies in England, or by secur- 
ing the periodical visits of a Travelling In- 
spector from England ; and the said Board 
are hereby empowered, if they shall see fit, to 
enter, through His Excellency the Governor, 
into negotiations with the Governments of. 
neighbouring Colonies in order to secure the 
services of such Travelling Inspector, con- 
jointly with them, and the Board shall al- 
so have power to carry into effect any 
agreement that may be arrived at after such 
negotiations. 

XLVIII. AS soon as possible after the Publication of reporto 
concksion of each such Examination or In- of Examiners and In- 
spection, the Education Board shall publish ■P^ctorg. 
in the Official Oazelte so much as they shall 
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think fit of the Reports of saoh Examiners 
or Inspectors, as the case may be ; and they 
shall also at the close of each year, or as 
soon thereafter as possible, publish in like 
manner a Report of each First Grade school, 
which shall be famished by the Goveraing 
Body of each such school, setting forth the ac- 
tual state of the school as to nnofibers, atten- 
dance, discipline, subjects of instruction, and 
general condition^ together with a statement 
of income and e?penditure for the year then 
expired. 

Exhibitiong at first XLIX. For the purpose of encouraging? 

grade schools. the education of deserving boys at the First 

Grade Schools, the Education Board shall 
have power to place on the annual estimates 
hereinbefore provided for, a sum not exceed- 
ing £850, to be expended in exhibitions for 
the benefit of boys who are natives of Bar- 
bados, or the sons of a native, and whose 
parents are not in well-to-do circumstances: 
and the said Board are hereby authorised 
and required to settle and to publish in the 
Official Gazelle the numbers and value of 
the several exhibitions to be thus created, 
having due rep:ard to the recommendations 
of the said Education Commission in that 
behalf; the age and qualifications of the 
candidates for the same ; the nature and 
periods of the examinations to be held for 
awarding the same ; and the conditions and 
duration of tenure; provided always, that the 
said exhibitions shall be awarded according 
to the results of a competitive examination, 
to be.conducted under the direction of the 
said Board, to boys only who show real merit, 
and shall be tenable at any First Grade 
School at the option of the successful candi- 
date's parent or guardian. 
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L. Whereas in the year One thonsand Harrison's College, 
seven hundred and thirty-three a School, 
originally called ** Harrison's Free School" 
and afterwards *' Ilarrison*» College" was 
founded in Bridgetown by Thomas Harri- 
son, and for the government and diiection of 
the said School, the President of the Council Constitution of Go- 
for the time being, the Speaker of the House ▼eming Hody. 
of Assembly for the time being, the Attorney 
General for the time being, the Itector of 
the Parish of St. Michael for the time 
being, the Churchwarden of the Parish of 
S^. Michael for the time being, and two mem- 
bers of the Vestry to be chosen annually, 
were declared to be Trustees and Directors of 
the said School, and whereas it is deemed 
expedient to increase the number of such 
Trustees and Directors: Be it therefore enact- 
ed that from and after tiie passing of this 
Act, the Trustees and Directors above-named 
shall, together and in conjunction with the 
Education Board, be tlie Trustees and Direc- 
tors of the said School for all intents and 
purposes : provided however that the Educa- 
tion Board as such shall still exercipe its dis- 
tinct functions in respect of the said School 
as otherwise provided for. 

LI. The said School shall be a School of Governing body to 
the First Grade, and shall be styled and be a body corporate, 
called " Harrison's College" and the said Trus- 
tees and Directors thereof shall be styled and 
called *• The Governing Body of Harrison's 
College," and they shall be and are hereby 
constituted a body corporate, and shall have 
a perpetual succession and a common seal, 
and shall sue and be sued under the style 
and title aforesaid : and in the said Govern- 
ing Body of Harrison's College shall vest with- 
out any conveyance all the estate, property, 
and effects, of what nature and kind soever, 
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and also all the ris^hts and liabilities, which 
severally were formerly of the Trustees and 
Quorum. Directors of the said School ; and any five 

members of the said Governing Body shall 
be sufficient to form a quorum for the trans- 
action of the business of the said School. 

LIL Whereas it appears that the present 
buildinprs of Harrison's College are in bad re- 
pair, and are ill-adapted and insufficient for 
the inci eased wants of a largely extended 
School, and whereas it is expedient, in order 
to further the successful development of the 
said school, to assist the Governing Body 
thereof with a public grant, in order to enable 
them to repair and enlarge the present build- 
ings, or to erect fresh buildings in lieu there- 
of, as shall seem to them most advisable : 
Be it therefore enacted that the sum of 
Grant of £1000 to £1000 be hereby granted from the Public 
Harrison's CoHege Treasury to the Governing Bodv of Harri- 
forbuildingpurposes g^^^.g College, to be applied by them to the 
purpose aforesaid; and the Governor- in- 
Council is hereby authorised and requested 
to issue a warrant to the Treasurer of the 
Island requiring him to pay the said sum of 
£1000 to the said Governing Body or their 
order. 

Loan of £1000 to LIIL A loan of £1000 is also hereby 
Harrison's CoUege. granted from the Public Treasuiy to the 
Governing Body of Harrison's College for the 
purposes hereinbefore mentioned, and the Go- 
vernor in-Council is hereby authorised and 
requested to issue a warrant to the Treasurer 
of the Island, requiring him to pay as a loan 
the said sum of £1000, or such portion there- 
of as they shall require, to the order of the 
said Governing Body of Harrison's College ; 
and the lands and buildings of which thesaid 
Governing Body may be possessed for the 
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parposes of the said School shall be charged 
with and subject and liable to the payment 
of the said loan of £1000 hereby granted, 
until the same shall be repaid. 

LIV. For the purpose of supporting Har- Annual grant of 
rison's Colleire and assisting the Governing 
Body thereof in making good any guaranteed 
salaries of masters of the said College, an 
annual sum not exceeding £1000 is hereby 
granted from the Public Treasury to the 
Governing Body, to be paid *o them or their 
order from time to time, on the warrant of 
the Governor-in-Council, on their certifying 
to the Governor- in-Council, that the same is 
required, and the Governing Body shall ap- 
ply such moneys when received to and for 
the purposes aforesaid ; provided always that 
the full course of instruction defined in the 
forty-sixth section of this Act, shall be strict- 
ly carried out ; and provided also that when- 
ever the pupils in the said College shall be 
below the number of one hundred, the grant 
hereby made shall be reduced to the sum of 
£800, for the period the number of pupils 
shall continue below one hundred ; and pro- 
vided also that whenever the number of 
pupils in the said College shall fall below 
sixty, the said grant shall be further reduced 
to the sum of £400, for the period the num- 
ber of pupils shall continue below sixty. 



LV. Until the coming into operation of 
the provisions for the establishment of First 
Grade Exhibitions contained in the forty- 
ninth section of this Act, a sum not ex- 
ceeding £200 per annum is hereby granted 
from the Public Treasury lo the Education 
Board, to be paid to them as occasion shall 
require, on the warrant of the Governor-in- 
Council, and to be applied by them to the 
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establishment of twenty exhibitions of £10 
each in annnal value, and the said exhibitions 
shall bo tenable at Harrison^s College by na- 
tives of this Island in straitened circum- 
stances, or sons of a native or natives in 
straitened circumstances ; provided however 
that on the coming into operation as afore- 
said of the provisions of the forty-ninth sec- 
tion of this Act, the grant hereby made shall 
at once cease and determine. 

LYI. For the purpose of assisting at the 
said College in the education of ten boys 
whose parents, being parishioners of St. 
Michael's, are in straitened circumstances, 
to the extent of £10 each per annum, the 
Vestry of the Parish of St. Michael are here- 
by authorised to apply a sum not exceeding 
the sum of £100 of the monies raised at the 
laying of their rates in each and every year, 
which said sum so raised as aforesaid shall 
yearly be paid over by the Vestry to the 
Governing Body of the said College, to be 
applied by them for the purposes aforesaid* 

LVII. The nomination of the twenty boys 
and ten boys for whose education part pro- 
vision is made in the two last preceding sec- 
tions shall be exercised by the Education 
Board and the Vestry of St. Michael's re- 
spectively, and the boys nominated by either 
Body, for vacant exhibitions, shall be examin- 
ed as the Education Board ^shall think fit 
and shall make provision, and the said Board 
shall thereafter elect according to the results 
of such examination ; provided that no boy 
shall be eligible for an exhibition who is 
less than seven years of age or more than 
fifteen ; and provided also that the exhibi- 
tioners so elected shall hold their exhibitions 
subject to such rules and regulations as to 
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conditions and period of tennre as the Edaca* 
tion Board shall from time to time establish. 

LVIII, Whereas the Lodge School for 
many years past did good service in the 
higher education of the youth of this Island, 
and whereas from the salabrity of its site 
it i.s specially suitable for a good boarding 
school, while from the nature of the case 
Harrison's College is more likely to depend 
on the preponderance of day-pnpils ; and 
whereas the Lodge School, from the lapse of 
the public sfrant in aid and from diyers 
other circumstances has lately been closed, 
and there is reason to believe, that " The 
Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in 
Foreign Parts" will transfer the School, its 
site and buildings, to the Education Board 
in furtherance of the educational interests of 
the Island ; And whereas it is deemed expe- 
dient to revive the Lodge School as a First 
grade public school for the reasons above- 
mentioned, as well as to induce a healthy 
competition between the said school ana 
Harrison's College : Be it therefore enacted 
that the Education Board shall be and they 
are hereby authorised to enter into negotia- 
tions with the said Society for the Propaga- 
tion of the Gospel in Foreign Parts for the 
transfer by the said Society to the said Board 
of the Lodge School in the Parish of St John's 
with its site, buildings, playgrounds, and all 
appurtenances, on such terms or the like as 
are indicated in the Report of the said Edu- 
tion Commission, and the Board shall re- 
port to the Governor and the two Houses 
of the Legislature the result of such nego- 
tiations, and within one month after they 
shall have so presented their report, they 
shall have power, unless in the mean time 
the contrary shall have been declared by 
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Resolations passed by both Houses, to con- 
clude a formal contract with the said So- 
ciety, in accordance with the terras and con- 
ditions set forth in the said report, and from 
and after the conclusion of such contract the 
site, buildings, and all appurtenances of the 
■aid Lodge ^hool shall be vested for all in- 
tents and purposes whatsoever in the Govern- 
ing Body hereinafter established for the same, 
to hold the same according to the terms and 
conditions of the said contract. 

LIX. In the event of the Lodge School 
being transferred under the provisions of the 
last preceding section as a First grade pub- 
lic pchool, the following persons are hereby 
immediately on such transfer being eflFected 
constituted the Governing Body thereof, viz., 
the Lord Bishop of Barbados, the President 
of the Legislative Council, the Sjieaker of 
the House of Assembly, the two representa- 
tives in the General Assembly for the parish 
of St John, the Principal of Codrington 
College, the Rector of St. John'B, and two 
other persons to be nominated by the Go- 
vernor. 1 hree shall form a quorum, 

LX. The above mentioned officere and 
persons shall be styled the ** Governing Body 
of the Lodge School," andfihall be a corpo- 
rate body, and shall have a perpetual suc- 
cession and a common seal, and by that name 
shall sue and be sued, and in them shall be 
vested the site, bnildings, and all appurte- 
nances of the said Lodge School, on the 
terms, and subject to the conditions, on 
which the same shall have been handed 
over by the said Society to the Education 
Board. 

LXL Whereas it appears that the said 
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school bnildings are in need of considerable 
repairs and enlargement, and it is deemed 
expedient to make a grant in aid thereof, in 
order that the school may begin again under 
more favourable conditions : Be it enacted 
that in case the said transfer shall be effected 
as aforesaid, the sam of £600 is hereby 
granted from the Pablic Treasury to the 
Governing Body of the Lodge School, to be 
paid to them on the warrant of the Governor- 
in -Council for the purpose aforesaid. 

LXIL For the purpose of assisting in (he 
maintenance and support of the said school 
in case such transfer as aforesaid shall be 
made, a sum of £500 per annum shall be Annual grantof £500 . 
and is hereby granted from the Public Trea- 
sury, to be paid to the Governing Body of 
the said school on the warrant of the Go- 
vernor-in Council ; provided always, that if 
at the expiration of two years from the 
establishment of such school, the number of 
boys therein shall be below thirty, the grant 
shall not be payable, and the payment thereof 
shall be suspended during such time as the 
said number of boys shall remain below 
thirty. 

LXIIL Whereas in case the Lodge School 
shall be established as aforesaid, it is believed 
that it will, besides filling the position of a 
First Grade school for the Island generally, 
also furnish adequate Second Grade educa- 
tion for the boys of St. Philip's, St. John's, 
and St. Joseph's Parishes ; and whereas it

Whereas by an Act of this Island 
bearing date the Twenky-third day of Sep- 
tember, One thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-three, entitled '* An Act for the en- 
couragement of the youth of this Island in 
their Educational Studies,'* and hereinafter 
repealed, the sum of £100 per annum has 
been granted to certain youths severally na- 
tives of Barbados, or sons of natives, wbd liave 
been elected to the Gilchrist West hidian 
Scholarship: Be it therefore enacted that 
Present Gilchrist the Said sum of £100 per annum shall be 
Scholars £100 per pai(j to each of the present holders of the 
annum each. ^^j^ Scholarship, for a term of years com- 

mencing in each case from the day on which 
the public grant in their aid has already been 
computed by the Government of this Island 
to run, and the said several sums of £100 
shall be paid quarterly to the orders of the 
present holders of the said Scholarship res- 
pectively out of the Public Treasury, by the 
warrant of the Governor-in-Oounoil, upon 
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the certificate of the Registrar, or of the 
Head of a College, or of Bome other proper 
aathority of any British University, at which 
the above-named persons may be pnrsaing 
their stadies, that they had respectively dur- 
ing snch qoarter satisfactorily porsned their 
studies at such University, or had been pre- 
vented by serious illness from so doing. 

LXV. Whenever any native or the son of 
any native of Barbados, who shall have re- 
ceived his education in this Colony for at 
least three years immediately preceding the 
examination, shall succesfully compete in this 
Island for a Gilchrist Scholarship, he shall 
be entitled to receive and shall receive for 
the said term of three years from the Public 
Treasury, in the case ot a successful candi- 
date at the examination in 1879, a like 
sum of £100 per annum, and in the case 
of any other successful candidate here- 
after, the sum of £75 per annum, and the 
Bhid sum shall be paid to him in all respects 
in the like manner and upon likd conditions 
to those set forth in the last preceding sec- 
tion. 

LXVI. Whereas Jlhe sum of £400 in four 
annual instalments has recently been offered 
for competition amongst the youths /)f this 
Island, as an Exhibition to be held at Pem- 
broke College, Oxford, tenable on certain 
conditions; and whereas other offera of a like 
nature may hereafter be made by persons 
interested in the higher education of this 
Colony, and it is deemed desirable to en- 
courage the same, and to assist the academic 
education of any youth who may gain the 
said or a similar Exhibition : Be it enacted 
that whenever any native or the son of any 
native of Barbados, who shall have receivea 
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his edncation in this Colony for at least three 
years immediately preceding the examination, 
shall be elected to the said exhibition, or to 
ony other which may, in the judgment of 
the Education Board, be of a similar charac- 
ter, he shall ac the discretion of the Board 
be entitled to receive and shall receive for 
the said term of foor years from the Pnblic 
Treasury the sum of £75 per annum, and 
the said sum shall be paid to him in all re- 
spects in the like manner, and upon the like 
conditions, to those set forth in the sixty- 
fourth section of this Act. Provided always 
that if any holder of the said or any other 
like exhibition shall at any time forfeit the 
same under any of the conditions imposed 
by the donor, then and in every such case 
the grant made by this section to such person 
committing such forfeiture shall immediately 
cease and determine. 

LXVIl. In order to further develop the 
higher educational interests of this Island 
and to encourage youths who may show pro- 
mise in the prosecution of their stndies, by 
enabling them to complete their education 
at an English University, four Scholarships, 
Barbados Scholar- to be called the '* Barbados Scholarships, -' 
Bhips. each of tke annual value of £175, and tenable 

during residence as a member of the Uni- 
versity for a period not exceeding four years, 
either at Oxford or Cambridge, shall be es- 
tablished by the Education Board, one to be 
competed for annually ; and the said Board 
shall have power and they are hereby re- 
quired to make rules and regulations for the 
admission of candidates, for the character 
and conduct of the examination, for the terms 
and conditions on which the said Scholar- 
ships shall continue to be held, and for all 
other matters and things whatsoever relating 
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fco the competition for the said Bcholanhipe, 
and to the tenure thereof. 

LXVIII. The examination for the said Examinatioiit for 
*' Barbados Scholarships*' shall be conducted Barbados Scholar- 
under the direction of the Education Board ■*^P»- 
by papers sent from England, and returned 
thereto, and the scholarships shall only be 
awarded by the said Board to youths, who 
are either natives or the sons of a native or 
of (lersons domiciled in this Island, and who 
have been for the three years immediately 
preceding receiving their education in this 
Colony, and who shall on the examination 
for the said scholarships attain such a stand- 
ard of proficiency, as prevails generally at the 
Colleges of Oxford and Cambridge, in respect 
of examinations for open scholarships and 
exhibitions. 

LXIX. Every perpon elected to one of the Oranta towards Bar- 
said scholarships shall be entitled to receive hados Scholarships, 
and shall receive for the said term of four 
years from the Public Treasury the sum of 
£175 per annum, and the said sum shall be 
paid to him in all respects in the like man- 
ner and upon the like conditions to those 
set forth in the sixty- fonrth section of this 
Act ; provided always that the said scholar- 
ships shall be held subject to any rules which 
may be made by the Education Board in 
that behalf. 

LXX. The Governor-in-Council may di- Paymentthroughthe 
rect any sura granted under the provisions of Crown agents, 
the six sections next preceding, to be paid to 
the parties entitled to receive the same, or 
their order, by the Crown Agents for the 
Colonies, upon their receiving in each case 
the certificate hereinbefore specified, and any 
necessary expenses incurred in making such 
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payments shall be defrayed ont of the Poblic 
Treasory by warrant of the Qovernor-in* 
Coanoil. 

Island Professorship. 
LXXI. The Edaeation Board shall have 
power, at sach time as they shall think fit, 
to establish and from time to time thereafter 
to appoint to, a Professorship of Chemistry 
and AgricDltaral Science ; and the said Pro- 
fessor when appointed shall hold himself at 
the disposal of the Education Board, and 
shall retain his office daring the pleasure of 
the same, and shall be employed at the 
discretion of the Board in saperintending 
and directing the instruction given in his 
department, as well as himself gratuitously 
imparting instruction, in the principal edn- 
cationdl establishments of the Island ; and 
the Education Board shall fix a salary not 
exceeding £300 per annum for the said 
Professor, which shall be paid to him monthly 
out of the Public Treasury on the warrant of 
the Qo?ernor-in-Council ; and the Board 
shall make rules and regulations for settling 
the instruction to be given by the said 
Professor in the Schools and Colleges of the 
Island, and tbev shall also, if possible, aiTange 
for the delivery by the said Professor of 
courses of Public Lectures, and the holding 
of Evening Classes for the benefit of young 
men engaged in business and others, and they 
shall fix the fees, if any, to be paid by 
attendants at such lectures and classes ; and 
it shall be their duty in every way to ensure 
that the Colony generally derives as much 
benefit as possible from the establishment of 
the said Professorial Chair. 

CoDBiNOTON College. 
LXXI I. Whereas by the Ninth section of 
an Act of this Island of the Twenty-fonrthday 
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of October, One thousand eight hnndred and 
fifty, entitled " An Act to provide for a more 
general education of the people of this Island," 
and hereinafter repealed, provision was made 
for a grant of £100 per annum, towards the 
establishment of three Island Scholarships Number and value of 
at Oodrington College; and whereas it is Island Scholarships 
deemed advisable to increase the number of *"^'®^®<^- 
the said Scholarships, and also to slightly 
augment their annual value: Be it there-

ness or other grave cause, keep his terms con- 
tinuously at the said College during such pe- 
riod, and shall transmit to the Secretary of the 
Education Board, at the close of each term, a 
certificate from the Principal of the College, 
or the person acting on his behalf, that he has 
kept such term by actual residence, and has 
satisfied the authorities of the College by his 
diligence and genera! cond uct ; on the receipt of 
which certificate he shall be paid the amount, to 
which he may be entitled for the terra then ended

continued. of the Poorih day of Pebroary, One thonsand 

eight hundred and sixty-six, entitled ** An 
Act to ?est a snm of money in the Bishop 
of the Diocese and the Principal of Codring- 
ton College, for establishing a Scholarship at 
Codrington College," and hereinafter repealed, 
the soro of £400 or thereaboats, raised for 
the purpose of founding a Scholarship in 
memory of the Reverend Richard Rawle, 
M. A., for many years Principal of the said 
C/oUege, was invested in the name of the then 
Bishop of the Diocese, and the then Prin- 
cipal of the College, and it is necessary to 
continue the investment of the same : Be it

the moneys to arise by the sale, transfer, 
or disposition thereof, or any part thereof,

LXXIV. Whereas it appears from the

that it is ** generally the wish of the Society 
for the Propagation of tlie Qospel in Foreign 
Parts to work the College into the educA- 
tional system of the Island," and that 
** they will be glad to consider anv de- 
tailed plan with that object,*' and whereas 
the Legislature are earnestly desirous of 
seeing the sphere of usefulness of this 
Institution extended, and its efiiciency in- 
creased : Be it therefore enacted that the Duties and powers 
Education Board shall be and they are hereby of the Education 
charged with the duty of submitting, as soon Sc^I^^n^cX'l 
as may conveniently be done, such detailed mgwn o eg 

plans as abovementioned to the said Society, 
and of carrying on negotiations with the said 
Society with the abovesaid object in view ; 
and they shall suggest to the said Society the 
expediency of adopting such recommendations 
as to the general administration aod Profes • 
sorial Staff of the establishment, as are con-

An Act io consolidate and amend the Acts of 
this Islafid relating to Trade and Navi- 
gation. 

WHEREAS it is expedient to consolidate 
and amend the Acts of this Island 
relating to Trade and Navigation : Be it 
therefore enacted by the Gtovernor, Conncil, 
and Assembly of this Island, and by the 
authority of the same as follows : — 

PBEUHINABT. 

Short title. I. This Act may be cited for all purposes 

as "The Trade Act, 1878."

text or subject matter,) the following terms 
shall have the meaning hereinafter assigned

*• The Comptroller" shall mean the Comp- 
troller or other principal officer of Customs 
for the time being, or his lawful deputy.

PART I. 

Customs Duties and their Collection. 

Tdb}e of Duties and of Exemptions. 

IV. From and after the commencement cu«tomR Duties to be 
or this Act as hereinafter provided, there levied. 

shall be raised, levied, collected, and 
paid nnto her Majesty, her heirs and suc- 
cessors, for the use of this Island, npon 
live stock, goods,* wares, and merchandize 
imported into this Island, the several du- 
ties of Customs respectively inserted, de- 
scribed, and set forth in figures in the Table 
A in Schedule A to this Act annexed enti- 
tled " Duties of Customs inwards," and 
where any such articles are already charged 
ipith duties under any other Act of this 
Island, such duties shall not be paid in addi- 
tion to the duties hereby imposed, but such 
other duties shall be suspended during the 
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continnance of this Act ; bat the powers 
and penalties of each other Act shall never- 
theless remain and be operative when not 
contrary to or inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act, and the articles ena- 
roerated or mentioned in Table B in Schedule 
A to this Act annexed, entitled •* Exemp- 
tions froni duty" may be imported without 
payment of any duty under this Act. The 
• duties under this Act shall be paid and 
received according to the weights and mea- 
sures established by the Act of this Island of 
the 2nd day of February 1854, entitled ** An 
Act relating to Weights and Measures" ; 
and in all cases wherein the same are impos- 
ed according to any specific quantity or 
value, the same shall be deemed to apply in 
the same proportion to any greater or less 
quantity or value. 

Ad valorem Duties^hotv ascertained. 

Ad-Talorem duties. V. Where the duties imposed by this Act 
upon the importation of goods are not ac- 
cording to the weight, tale, gauge, or mea- 
sure, but according to the value thereof, such 
value shall be ascertained by the declaration 
of the importer or by his known agent ; 
and such declaration shall be written in the 
bill of entry of sncii articles, and shall be 
subscribed with the hand of the importer or 
his known agent, in' the presence of the 
Comptroller. And where the officer charged 
with the superintendence of the landing of 

Inspection of Goods, any such goods shall consider it necessary to 
have the same examined, he shall report 
thereon to (he Comptroller, who is here- 
by authorised to have all such goods 
as aforesaid opened and inspected, and 
if, upon view and examination of such articles 
by the proper officer, it shall appear to hria 
that they are not valued according to the 
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true price or valae thereof, and according 
to tiie true intent and meaning of this Act, Mode of yaluation. 
then and in sach case the importer or bis 
known agent shall be required to produce the 
invoice of such articles to the Comptroller, 
and to declare on oath before the Comptrol* 
ler, who is hereby authorised to administer 
an oath for such purpose, what is the in- 
voice price of such articles, and that he 
verily believes that such invoice price is 
the current value of the articles at the 
place from whence they were imported ; 
and such invoice price, with the addition of 
Ten pounds per cent, thereon, shall be deem- 
ed to be the value of the articles in lien of the 
value so declared by the imj^orter or his 
known agent, and thereupon the duties im- 
posed by this Act shall be charged and paid ;

been invoiced below the true and real value Proceedings in cftte 
thereof at the place from whence they were of undervaluation, 
imported, or if the invoice price is not known, 
the articles shall in every such case be ex- 
amined by two competent persons, to be 
nominated and appointed b^ the Comptroller ; 
and such two persons shall declare on oath 
before the Comptroller what the true and 
real valueofsuch articles is at the port of ship- 
ment, and the value so declared on the oath 
of ench two persons shall be deemed to be 
the true and real value of such articles, and 
thereupon the duties imposed by this Act 
ehall be chai ged and paid ; and in default or 
refusal of immediate pa}ment, the Comp- Seizure and sale. 
troller shall take and secure the articles 
with the casks or other packages thereof, 
and cause the same to be publicly sold to the 
best bidder, within twenty days after snch 
default or refusal, notice of the time and 
place of sale being given as is herein- 
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after directed, and tlie money arising: from the 
Bale thereof fihall be applied in the first place 
in payment of the eaid duties, together \viLh 
the charp:es that shall have been occasioned 
by the sale thereof, and the overplus (if any) 
shall be paid to the importer or proprietor 
of the article, or other [)erson authorised to 
receive the same ; and every person who shall 
make any false declaration as to the value of 
goods liable to duty, shall be deemed puilty 
of perjury and shall be liable to be indicted, 
convicted, and punished therefor ; provided 
ncvcrLhelesR, thnt whenever the Comptroller 
shall consider it expedient he may demand 
the invoice to be produced. 

Duties on Spirits etc, cleared from Warehouse, 
Vf. The duties on Spirits, Wine, and To- 
bacco when cleared from the Warehouse for 
home use, Fhall be charged upon the quan- 
tities ascertained by measure, strength, 
or weight at the time of actual delivery 
thereof, unless there is reasonable {iround to 
suppose that any portion oi the deficiency or 
difference between the measure, strength, 
and weight ascertained on landing and first 
examination of such spirits, wine, and tobac- 
co, and thi t ascertained at the time of ac- 
tual delivery, has been caused by illegal or 
improper means, in which case the Comp- 
troller shall make such allowance only for 
loss as he may consider fairly to have 
arisen from natural evaporation or other le- 
gitimate cause. 

VII. Chemists and druggists shall be al- 
lowed to import a limited quantity of f-pirits 
as hereinafter mentioned, of any degree of 
strength, to be used by them exclusively in 
their trade in the preparation of medicines, 
at a duty of one shilling per gallon, Fuch 
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spirits to be kept in no other place tiian their, 
businesa premises, and to be accounted for to 
the Batisfaction of the Comptroller. The 
qaantities so to be imported shall be fixed by 
the Governor-in-Conncil, who shall either 
restrict or extend such quantities so to be 
imported whenever it shall seem necessary to 
him to do bo. Any chemist or druggist who 
shall keep or have any such spirits in any 
other place than his business premises, or 
who shall use or apply, or suffer to be used 
or applied, any such spirits for any pur- 
pose whatever other than for the hona fide 
preparation of medicines in the due course of 
his trade, such chemist or druggist shall be 
guilty of an offence, and be liable on convic- 
tion to a penalty of not more than twenty penalty, 
pounds or less than five pounds. 

Duties on Petroleum, jetsam, Ac. 
VIIL The Duties on Petroleum when Duties on Petroleum 
cleared from the warehouse for home con- 
sumption, shall be charged upon the quantity 
ascertained at the actual time of aelivery 
thereof, unless there is reasonable ground to 
suppose that any portion of the deficiency 
has been caused by illegal or improper 
means, in which case the Comptroller 
shall make such allowances only for loss allowances for loss, 
as he may consider fairly to have arisen leakage, &c. 
from evaporation or leakage, or other 
legitimate cause, and no duty shall be 
charged in respect of any deficiency in pe- 
troleum entered and cleared from the vvare- 
house, unless the Comptroller has reasonable 
grounds to suppose that such deficiency or 
any part thereof has arisen from illegal 
abstraction.

XIV. If any goods imported, on which Damaged goods, 
duties are payable b^ this or any other Act 
shall receive damage by water or otherwise 
during the voyage, after such goods shall 
have been laden or shipped, and before the 
same shall be unshipped or discharged from 
the vessel in which the same shall have 
been imported, or from any vessel, craft, or 
boat into which the said goods may have 
been transhipped for the purpose of being 
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landed, so that the owner thereof shall be 
prejudiced in the sale of such goods, the 
Oomjjtroller shall have power to choose 
tliree disinterested merchants, experienced 
in the valne of such goods, who, or any two 
of them, Dpon viewing the same, shall certify 
and declare what ^.amage such goods have 
received, or how much the same are lessened 
in their true valne by such damage, in relation 
to the duties imposed on them, and thereupon 
he shall issue an order on the Treasurer to re- 
pay, if the duties have been paid, a proportion • 
ate allowance to the importer, by way of abate- 
ment of the duties due or payable, or which 
shall have been actually paid npon the same, 
and each of the said merchants shall be al- 
lowed as a remuneration for such valuation 
at the dipcretion of the Comptroller, a sum 
not exceeding fifty shillings, to be paid by 
the owner of the goods ; provided always 
that such order for repayment of duty shall 
previously be examined by the Auditor- 
General. 

Duties on goods from tarecJc. 
XV. In all cases in which it may hap- 
pen that a Tessel is wrecked on any part 
of the coast of this Island, and goods 
are in anywise saved therefrom, and arti- 
cles subject to specific duties form a part 
of the salvage, and are brought or wash- 
ed on shore intact, or free from damage, 
the Comptroller slmll require the full duties 
leviable thereon, as if regularly imported, to 
be paid by the consignee or master of such 
vessel or by the auctioneer charged with 
the sale thereof ; but if any such goods lia- 
ble to specific duties, are damaged, or by 
the mode of salvage are mixed up in a lot 
with other damaged goods subject to adva- 
lorem duties, then the Comptroller shall re- 
quire a duty of ten per cent, on the value 
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of the said lot of goods, ascertained by the 
sale, to be paid into the Treasury, by either 
of the aforesaid persons interested in such

persons to appeal to the Legislature by pe- 
tition, and it will be for the general cojive 
nience that an easier mode of arrangement 
should be allowed therefor in cases of over- 
payment of duties, or of payment of duty on 
articles not arriving by the vessel for which 
the duty-paid warrants are passed : Be it

Reporb'ng of Vessels on arrival 

XVII. The mrster of every vessel, 
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Master of e very vefsel not being a steam vessel, arriving in this 
not a steam-veMel to igjand, whether laden or in ballast, shall 

fore balk be broken, to the Custom House 
for the port of Bridgetown, and there 
make a report in writing to the Comptroller, 
or other proper officer acting in his behalf, 
of the arrival and voyage of such vessel — 
stating her name, country, and tonnage, and 
if British, the port of registry ^ the name 
and country of the master, the country of 
the owner, and the number of the crew of 
such vessel, and how many are of the country 
of such vessel, and whether she be laden or in 
ballast ; and if laden, the marks and numbers 
of every package and parcel of goods on 
board and where laden, and where and to 
whom coneigned. and where any, and what 
goods, if any, have been unladen during the 
voyage, so far as any such particulars can be 
known to him ; and the said master shall 
farther answer all such questions concern- 
ing the said vcFsel, and the cargo, crew, and 
voyage, as shall be demanded of him by the 
Comptroller, cr other proper officer as afore- 
said; and if the goods be unladen from any 
vessel before such report be made, or if the said 
roaster as aforesaid shall fail to make such 
report, or make an untrue report, or does not 
answer any question demanded of him, or 
Penalty for false an- shall answer it falsely, he shall forfeit a sum 
®^®^^- not exceeding Fifty pounds ; and in case the 

said master of any such vessel shall fail to 
pay the sum so forfeited, the said Comptrol- 
ler or other proper officer as aforesaid, shall 
have full power and authority to detain such

XVIII. The master of every vessel, not Master to give a bond 
being a steam vessel exempt' from ton- ^?^i» 24 hours of 
na^e dues, trading to this Island, shall *"^^*^* 
within twenty-four hours after the ar- 
rival of any such vessel at any port or 
harbour thereof, appear at the office of the 
Comptroller and become bound by a bond to 
be given to our Sovereign Lady Queen Vic- 
toria, her heirs and successors, himself in 
the sum of Two hundred and fifty pounds 
with one good security in the sum of Two 
hundred and fifty pounds ; and the condition 
of such bond shall be, that he the said master 
shall not nor shall any person acting for him, 
receive any seaman or mariner belonging to 
any other vessel, while such vessel is in any 
road or harbour within this Island, to serve 
on board his vessel, before such seaman or 
mariner shall have been legally discharged ; 
and further that he the said master shall not 
on departing from this Island leave behind 
any seaman or mariner belonging to his said 
vessel unless such seaman or mariner shall 
have been legally di.^cliarged ; and further 
that he the said master shall not depart from 
this Island with his vessel without having 
previously cleared out his said vessel at the 
office of the Treasurer, and also of the said 
Harbour Master. And for taking of such 
bond the Comptroller is hereby authorized 
and required to demand the sum of twelve 
shillings and sixpence, which he- shall pay 
into the Public Treasury in Uie same manner 
as duties of Customs; and if the master of 
any such vessel shall neglect or refuse to give 
such security within the time aforesaid he 
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shall forfeit and pay a penalty not exceeding 
the sam of Fifty pounds, one moiety thereof 
to be to the nse of the informer and the 
other moiety to be paid into the Public 
Treasury for the uses of the Island : provid- 
ed that vessels under seventy-five tons 
burthen shall onlj be required to give such 
bonds for the first voyage in each year. 

Declarations respecting Old Metah, 
XIX. On the entry of every vessel at 
the Custom House for the port of Bridge- 
town, the master of such vessel shall 
make and subscribe the following declaration 
before the Comptroller, that is to say —

** ceived on board my said vessel

" old gold, silver, iron, copper, lead,

And on the clearance of every vessel at the

with the names of the shippers and consig- 
nees, and no goods shall be landed from such 
steam-boat or vessel except under such regu- 
lations as shall be established by the Comp- 
troller ; subject to the approval of the Go- 
vernor in Council. 

Letters brought by ordinary vessels. 

XXI. It shall not be lawful for the Ship letters.

If any such vessel is moored in any place in

manded of him, he shall forfeit a snm not 
exceeding Fifty ponnds, and in case the 
said master of any snch vessel shall leave 
this port without snch clearance, or make 
snch false declaration, or deliver such false 
content, or answer falsely the questions de- 
manded of him, and not return to this port 
as the master of such vessel, then on the

Tonnage Dues generally. 
XXXVIII. A doty of two shillings and 
three pence per ton shall, save and except as 
is hereinafter provided, be paid by the mas- 
ter of every vessel, arriving with cargo and 
entering at the Custom House, on each and 
every occasion of such arrival and entry, to 
the Treasurer. But vessels under seventy- 
five tons burthen shall only be liable to the 
payment of the said duty of two shilhngs and o"^y* 
three i^ence per ton once in any one year ;

tion of the cargo landed shall not exceed one- proportion to cargo 
fourth of the capacity of the vessel, then " 
a fourth only of said duty of two shil- 
lings and three pence per ton shall be paid : 
but if the quantity landed shall exceed 
a fourth, then one-half of said duty shall be 
paid, and if the quantity shall be more than 
half, then the full amount of eaid ton- 
nage duty of two shillings and three pence 
per ton shall be paid; and provided also 
that if, under the permit to land part of car- 
go, any larger quantity shall be landed than 
is set forth in such permit, the vessel from 
which the same shall be landed shall be lia- 
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ble to the payment of the foil amonnt of the 
aforesaid tonnage dnty, in addition to any 
other penalty imposed by this Act. No ves- 
sel shall be cleared out at the Custom House 
until the duty aforesaid shall be paid : Provided 
also that where any vessel shall bring cargo 
for this and any other port at the same time, 
and the Comptroller or other proper oflScer 
of the Customs shall te of opinion, that the 
cargo to be landed at this port is not fairly 
rated so as to entitle the vessel bringing such 
cargo to pay less than the whole tonnage 
duty aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the 
Comptroller or other proper officer of the 
Customs to call in twodisinterested merchants, 
and ascertain from them whether such rating 
is sufficient, so as to entitle the said vessel to 
pay less than the whole amount of tonnage 
duty, and the decision of such merchants shall 
be final : Provided always that should such 
two merchants disagree in opinion, the two 
said merchants shall appoint a third mer- 
chant as umpire, whose decision shall be final. 

XXXIX. Every vessel, not being a steam 
vessel exempt from tonnage dues, arriving 
partly loaded or in ballast shall be allowed to 
take in cargo on payment of the duties in the 
following proportions ; that is to say, if the 
portion of the cargo taken in does not exceed 
one-fourth of the tonnage of the Vessel, a 
fourth only of such duty of two shillings and 
three pence per ton shall be paid ; and if the 
quantity taken in shall exceed one-fourth of 
the whole tonnage, then half of the said duty 
shall be paid ; and if the quantity taken in 
shall be more than half of the whole ton- 
nage, then the full amount of the said duty 
of two shillings and three pence shall be paid, 
and no vessel shall becleared out at the Custom 
House until the duty aforesaid shall be paid. 
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XL. Whaling Teasels arriving here with Tonnage dues of 
cargoes of oil and landing oil for re-ship- whaling shipj*. 
ment, shall be and they are hereby permitted 
to elect either to pay the ordinary tonnae^e 
dues or to pat the oil in bond, paying at the 
rate of one shilling for every thirty-one-and- 
a-half gallons so landed and bonded. 

Tonnage dues—how ascertained. 

XLL The duty on Tonnage shall bo paid Tonnage— how to be 
in the following manner, that is to say : — aacetuined. 

(i) In the case of a British registered ves- British ships, 
sel on the registered tonnage, as ap- 
pears by the certificate of registry. 

(2) In the case of a vessel belonging to a Foreign ships, 
foreign nation which has adopted the Brit- 
ish rules for the measurement of vessels, 

on the tonnage denoted by the certificate 
of registry or other national papers, in so 
far as the arrangement goes, and as di- 
rected by Her Majesty's Order in Coun- 
cil to that eifect issued. 

(3) In the case of a vessel belonging to any Foreign ships. 
other foreign nation, on the tonnage to 

be ascertained by measurement accord- 
ing to the rules prescribed in the Impe- 
rial Merchant Shipping Act, 1854 ; pro- 
• vided that when the difiicultiesof mea- 
surement are great, or when the appli- 
cation Of the Rule No. 2 for external 
measurement of tonnage, of the Impe- 
rial Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, 
would result in making the vessel to 
appear of a much greater capacity than 
the actual one by Rule No. 1, in t lie said 
Act for internal measurement, an esti- 
mated equivalent or approximate mea- 
surement may be taken for the purpo- 
ses of this Act from the particulars

(4) When a foreign vessel has been actaal- 
1; measured in this Island a certificate 
thereof shall be granted, and certificates 
of measurement by the authorised mea- 
surer issued at other ports in any part of 
Her Majesty's dominions shall be valid 
for the purposes of tliis Act. Such cer- 
tificate sliall be in force for two years 
from the date of issue, provided that the 
vessels to which they relate are not aU 
tered during the period to an extent in- 
terfering with their original capacity, 
and that stores, cargo, or passengers are 
not carried in any spaces which have not 
been included in, or which have been 
deducted from the gross tonnage. 

(5.) A measurement certificate thus given 
shall be renewable at the end of two years 
without remeasureraent, if the vessel up- 
on survey is found to have been unaltered, 
and if stores, cargo, or passengers have 
not been carried in any unmeasured or 
exempted spaces. 

XTJI. It shall be the duty of the Comp- 
troller to ascertain the sums of money pay- 
able in respect of the Customs duties im- 
posed by this Act, and also in respect of 
the tonnage duty on vessels arriving at 
this Island, and to see that such sums of 
money are correctly set forth in the warrant, 
in triplicate, showing for what goods or 
tonnage such sums are payable ; and every 
such warrant shall be numbered, beginning 
at number one, and continuing the numbers to 
the end of the quarter, and again beginning at 
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nnmber one, at the commencement of the 
next and every other qnarter, and continning 
them to the end ofeuch quarter; and every 
Buch warrant shall bo signed by the Comp- 
troller, and counterfiigned by the first clerk 
of the Castoins, and shall be taken to the 
Treasarer, who shall receive the amount pay- 
able in such warrant, and give a receipt 
thereon ; and two copies of such warrant, with 
the Treasurer's receipt, shall be returned to 
the Comptroller, who shall carefully preserve 
the same, and the Treasurer shall produce 
all such warrants, with his receipts thereon, 
to the Auditor-General as vouchers, for the 
better examination and checking of the said 
Treasurer's accounts. 

XLTII. Any vessel coming to this Island 
in distress shall be allowed to discharge cargo 
or ballast, and to make all necessary re- 
paid, without payment of tonnage duty, 
except in cases where any such vessel ar- 
riving in ballast shall take in any cargo 
when repaired, in which case the whole 
tonnage duty shall be payable, or when com- 
ing with cargo, shall take in re-loading any 
additional goods on board, in which case such 
vessel shall be liable for a quarter or half-ton- 
nage duty, as may appear, but no tonnage 
duty shall be chargeable to any vessel which 
after arriving herein distress and discharging 
cargo, is subsequently unable to take it all 
on board again from difficulty of restowing; 
and all vessels shall be liable for tonnage 
dnty which, after arriving at this port in 
distress, shall subsequently be condemned by 
survey or abandoned, and in any such case 
the liability for payment of tonnage dues 
shall rest with the owner or consignee of 
such vessel, and any such dues for tonnage 
shall be recoverable as hereinbefore stated. 
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Harlot Police and other fees. 

Harbor Police Fee: XLIV. In consideration of the protection 
which under the provisions of the Act of the 
25th day of Aujjust 1876, entitled *' An Act 
to establish a Harbour Police for the Port of 
Bridgetown and to make provision for the 
maintenance thereof will be afforded to 
vessels coming to this Port, the Master of 
every vessel arriving at this Island shall pay 
to the Treasurer for the uses of the Island, 
the sum of eight shillings and four pence on 
anchoring, and every vessel that shall land or 
take in any cargo shall pay to the Treasurer 
for the uses of the Island the following ad- 
ditional dues :

XLIX. All stepm vessels employed in Exemption of steam 
carrying regular mails between this Island *^»P« ^om tonnage 
and any other port whatsoever, shall be ®** 
permitted to enter Carlisle Baj and again 
to depait therefrom, free and exempt from 
all tonnage dues, and such steam- vessels 
shall also be permitted to tranship their pas- 
sengers and merchandize from vessel to vessel 
in the said port free of all charges therefor. 

L. The provisions of the last preceding Application, 
section shall apply to all steam vessels of 
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any flag rcgnlarly employed, or to be em- 
ployed, in the transmission of Post Office 
mails between this Island and the places above 
mentioned, as folly and eflfectnally in respect 
of freedom from tonnage does, and from all 
charges in respect of the landing and tran- 
shipment of mails, passengers and cargo by 
and from all snch steam vessels, as to the 
yessels of the Royal Mail Steam Packet Com- 
pany. And all snch steam vessels as afore- 
said and their tenders shall fully conform in 
all other respects to the requirement of sec- 
tion twenty of this Act. 

Condition of exemp- LI. All steam vessels which enjoy the pri- 
tion. vileges of exemption from payment of tonnage 

doty, in consequence of bringing Post Office 
mails, shall have the benefit of such exemp- 
tion only npon the express condition that such 
steam vessels are general carriers, and in case 
of the refusal of the master or agent of any 
such steam vessel to take cargo oflTered for 
shipment with despatch, at the usual rate of 
freight charged by such steam vcEsel, and for 
which such vessel shall have cargo space, 
and which cargo such steam vessel, may be in 
the habit of taking, to be conveyed to any 
port to which such vessel may be bound, then

Importing of certain Books^ etc. 
LX. It shall be lawful to import into 
this Island all books and reviews of whatever 
nature or kind, bound or in covers, from 
whatsoever country the same shall be im- 
ported, being reprints of books or reviews 
first composed, or written, or printed, or 
published in the United Kingdom. 

LXI. On the importation into this Island 
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of every reprint of any such book or review of 
whatsoever nature or kind the same may be, so 
as aforesaid firat composed, written, printed, or 
published, iu the United Kingdom, and pro- 
tected at the time of such importation by any 
Act of the Imperial Parliament passed to 
enforce the law of copyright, whether such 
reprint be imported from the United 
States, or from any other foreign country, 
there shall be paid an ad valorem duty Duty on importatioii 
on the hona fide price of such reprints 20 pr. ct. ad teI. 
of twenty per cent ; Provided always that 
before the reprint of any book or review 
as aforesaid be made liable to such ad valo- 
rem duty as aforesaid, the said book or re- 
view shall have been duly registered accord- 
ing to the provisions of the Act of the Im- 
perial Parliament passed in the session holden 
in the fifth and sixth years of her Majesty, 
and entitled, "An Act to amend the Law 
of Copyright ;" or of any Act of the Imperial 
Parliament made in that behalf ; and pro- 
vided also that the said duty shall not be 
paid on newspapers or other periodicals con- 
taining only extracts from such books or 
reviews as aforesaid.
